The ‘Soda-water Manufacturers Col- 
1 lected for Police.

~NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—A number of 
clergymen were in attendance at the hear- 
ing of the Lexow committee today when 
Counsel Moss called Treasurer Laight of 
the Soda Water Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to the stand. Laight was questioned 
concerning the methods of the associa- 
tion to raise money to influence legisia- 
tion and make presents to the police cap- 
tains because many of the members kept 
their sodawater stands in the strete. He 
admitted a good deal of money was ex- 
pended to protect stand-keepers from police 
interference, but could not remember the 
details of many of the transactions. 

Capt. Copeland of the ha police was 
called to the stand shortly after recess. 
He denied that he had given orders to 
subordinates to refuse to allow the coun- 
sel for the committee to examine the sta- 
tion blotter. Moss finally succeeded in 
procuring the blotter and called attention 
to an entry made on June 13, which stated 
that a citizen had reported to the sergeant 
‘that a man named H. R. Klein was going 
around collecting money for excursion par- 
ties. The man said he was acting under 
instructions from Capt. Copeland. Cope- 
lend claimed he had investigated the mat- 
ter, but that he could not find any person 
‘by the name of Klein. He was then ques- 
tioned concerning the violations of the 
excise law in the harber. He admitted 
violations were going on, but said it was 
useless to try to bring the offenders to 
justice. The patrol operated by the po- 
lice department is a large boat and when 
the officers reached any of these excursion 
boats they could not find any traces of 
liquor selling.

PERPETUAL LIFE. 
A New York Convict Experimenting 

With a New Nostrum. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 18.—Homer Best. a 
convict in the prison at Dannemora, Clin- 
ton county, N. Y., claims to have the se- 
cret of perpetual life, and wants to have 
his formulae tested on the condition that 
if it is successful he shall be given his 
freedam. His cause will be taken up by 
Oharles Brady, who was released from the 
prison on Thursday. Best, he says, is an 
intelligent colored man about 38 years old, 
who was sentenced in a Brooklyn court 
to serve twenty years for burglary. His 
term will expire in 1902, and for his lib- 
}erty now, Brady says Best is willing to 
offer mankind’s greatest boon. * 

His proposition is . ha be taken from }. 


and scientists before a judge, the latter to 
decide the merits of his claim. Brady 
says Best’s principal ingredient in his 
elixir of life is alcohol. A part of his 
treatment is to give the candidate for per- 
petual life an ounce of butter and follow 
this with a quantity of alcohol. Best's 
theory is that the alcohol will sink below 
the butter, and thus the patient’s brain 
will be protected from the fumes and he 
will not “get a jag on.“ Unfortunately for 
the locked-up Ponce de Leon he cannot get 
the alcohol in prison to make a test of his 
theory. Brady says Best has made this 
proposition to the warden repeatedly, but 
has always been laughed at. , 

He also offered after an execution by 
electricity to restore the victim to life, but 
the State authorities would not take -the 
chance , of having to inflict capital punish- 
ment twice on the same subject. Brady 
says Best is well educated, intelligent and 
popular with the convicts and keepers. He 
says he has been thirteen years perfecting 
his formulae, and asserts that it will pro- 
long life as long as it is used. He will 
not, however, give up the secret until 
released. Best's granddaughter lived to be 
105, and he expects to live always if he can 
get the required alcohol.

JOSEPH (Mo.,) Oct. 18.—Richard 
Russell, who carried the key to the cellar 
of A. A. Mosher’s house, where Peterson 
was murdered, is in this city, stopping at 
the home of his brother-in-law, Wesley 
White, at No. 704 South Fourteenth street. 
He has been in attendance at the Baptist 
Association for the past two days, but is 


| questioned in regard to the missing key. 
He stated that he left Kansas City at 6 
o’clock on Tuesday night, and came here 
to visit his brother-in-law for a few days. 
He explained that abouta year ago, while 
in the employ of Mosher, he one day gave 
the key to another colored man named Er- 
nest Miller, to bring out a garden hose. 
He said Miller kept the key, and when he 
asked him to return it, claimed that he 
had lost it. Miller, he says, is now in the 
employ of a gentleman named Martin, who 
resides on Thirty-seventh and Boulevard, 
Hyde Park. 

Russell also claimed that he ae noth- 
ing of the murder until today, when he 
read the account in the papers. Tonight 
Chief Broder sent a policeman to the 
house of White and had Russell brought to 
the central station, where he was closely 
questioned. He told the same story as 
given above. After this he was allowed to 
go, as no papers or orders had been re- 
ceived by Chief Broder from Kansas City.

Qniet Now at Washington 
‘Courthouse.

. CINCINNATI, Oct. 18.—A Commer- 
cial-Gazette special from Washington 
Courthouse says: 

„Blood has been spilled at Washing- 
ton Courthouse and it will rest with 
an investigation to determine whether 
or not the troops were authorized to 
resort to this last step in the discharge 
of a sworn duty. Whatever may be 
the result of this finding, it is doubt- 
ful if the people of Fayette county 
will ever regard those who died last 
night at the hands of the militia as 
other than martyrs in a righteous 
cause, although some, at least. of 
them, when they received their death 


9 the case of the negro, William 
Jasper or Dolby, the usually conserva- 
tive and law-abiding citizens of this 
county lost all sight of the legal 
aspects of the case and could see but 
the scoundrel and the gray-haired 
woman who was his victim. Each 
had in his own mind decreed death 
as the punishment of the _ guilty 
wretch, and to enforce that judgment 
he came here ed to resist and over- 
nower if need be all the authorities 
created and maintained by himself.”

and the mob rushed toward the, sen- 
tries. The latter took the position of 
charge, and then stood firm. The 
wave broke only when steel met flesh. 
At the first cry the deputies who were 
surrounded by Sheriff Cook, Col. Coit, 
Maj. Sheaks and other officers, rapidly 
pushed the négro up the stone steps 
hear the top of which occurred the 
most serious trouble. 

‘Here the most determined attempt 
was made and the soldiers were 
forced to use their bayonets. Among 
the foremost was the gray-haired 
Henry Kirk, a brother-in-law of the 
victim. He pushed forward until he 
touched the legs of the negro when a 
side blow from a bayonet tumbled 
him down the steps. The negro was 
hustled up the stairs into the court- 
room. When Jasper was called upon 
to rise and plead he had to be assisted 
to his feet. He made repeated at- 
tempts to speak and finally whispered: 
“Guilty” in a barely audible tone. 

The train which left at 11:30 last 
night with 400 troops of the First 
Regiment arrived at Washington 
Courthouse at 3:30 this morning, hav- 
ing consumed four hours in traveling 
seventy-seven miles. It arrived at 
Midland at 1:40, which is thirty-three 
miles from Washington. The train 
moved cautiously these thirty-three. 
miles, and reached Washington Court- 
house at 3:30 this morning. Arrived, 
the soldiers found the streets de- 
serted and that the lynchers had given 
up the contest. The negro, William 
Dolby, alias Jasper, alias Martin, was 
placed between the open-order ranks 
of the militia and marched to the 
train, which started for Columpus. 


DOLBY AT COLUMBUS.

Dolby, the negro sentenced at Wash- 


ington Courthouse to twenty years’ 
imprisonment for a eriminal assault 
on Mrs. Mary C. Boyde, an old white 
woman, was landed in the peniten- 
tiary at 7 o'clock this morning.

FOUND HIM GUILTY. 


Death Penalty for Thomas 
Blauck. 
The Double-dyed Murderer Essays to 


Court. 


‘The Big Log-raft Lost— Meeting of

SHATTLE, Oct. 18.—Thomas Blanck, 
‘the murderer of Charles Bridwell and Wil- 
‘liam Jeffries, and would-be murderer of 
Detective Cudihee, was today found guilty 
of murder in the first degree, and the 
death penalty was imposed. This was not 
done, however, until he had made two des- 
perate attempts to escape, and had forced 
the Sheriff to have him taken into court 
by main force. 
Blanck was ugly at the long-drawn 
trial, and watched for the first opportunity 
to escape, and he thought it presented it- 
self. while he was being taken upstairs to 
the courtroom between two guards. One 
guard had a pair of nippers around his 
right wrist, and the other was walking at 
his side. Suddenly Blanck struck the 
man who had the nippers on the jaw. 
knocking him backward down stairs. The 
other guard jumped after them and 
grabbed Blanck by the collar. A fierce 
fight ensued, in which the prisoner was 
finally floored by a blow on the right tem- 
ple from a revolver in the hands of the 
guard he had first struck. Blood covered 
the marble floor at the base of the stairs, 
and the prisoner left a trail of blood on 
the way back to the jailer’s office. 
After he was ready to go again to court 
che got sullen and refused to move. Nip- 
pers were put on each hand, but he stil) 
refused. to move. Suddenly he sprang to 
is feet, shot both arms out and then com- 
menced to kick and bite the guards. 
Jailer Munroe tried to grab him by the 
throat, but Blanck got his finger in his 
mouth and took out a big chunk. The 
fight lasted three minutes and it took five 
men to overpower him. He still refused to 
go to court, and it was only by the com- 
bined force of four men that he was taken 
in. His . presented no witnesses. This 
was a grea t surprise, as it was expected a 
strong dent would be made on the insanity 


plea. 

The jury was out thirty-five minutes. 
and brought in a verdict of murder in the 
first degree, and imposed the death pen- 
alty. Blanck’s record before he com- 
menced killing people here is still a secret, 
which he has not divulged to even his at- 
torney.’ 


Tug Monarch Reports that the Big 

Raft is Lost. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The Mon- 
arch, which towed the mammoth log-raft 
0 the Columbia River bar on Friday 
and started with it for this port, ar- 
rived here this morning and reports the 


_ Taft a total loss. The raft went to pieces 


on the second day out. Capt. Thompson 
states that he never before experienced 
such heavy weather. He safely crossed 
the Columbia bar with his tow, but after 
proceeding southward a short distance en- 
countered terrific seas. The Monarch 
could not budge the raft an inch. She hung 
on, however, and did uot lose ground. It 
‘was off Tillamook ‘Head: that theswaft be- 
Fan breaking up. 

Once started the huge mass was not long 
in going to pieces. When the final collapse 
‘Came 125 fathoms of heavy chain, with 
which the raft had been bound, and to 
which the towline was attached, went to 
the bottom. This served to anchor the 
tug, which, tossed by the heavy seas, was 
for the time in a perilous position. After 
the tug had hung there for an hour the 
line was finally cut and the chain and 
hawser allowed to go to the bottom. The 
Monarch then steamed ahead for this port. 

Capt. Thompson believes that in ordin- 
ary weather he could have brought the 
raft into port, but in the storm which pre- 
valled off the Oregon coast it was impos- 
‘gible. Seas broke over the raft with such 
force that all lights were extinguished the 
first night out, and in the darkness it was 
impossible for the tugmen to tell any- 
thing about the condition of their tow. 
The raft contained 10,000 spars and piles, 
yalued at $35,000. Capt. Thompson says 
the Monarch encountered no wreckage 
that might have been missing 
ship Ivanhoe or any other vessel.

METHODIST COLLEGES. 


Action of the New Board of Trustees 
Not Liked.

SAN JOSE, Oct. 18.—When a new board 
of trustees was chosen by the Methodist 
Episcopal Conference at Pacific Grove, the 
students, alumni and faculty of the Uni- 
versity of the Pacific were elated over 
the prospect, for, while the much-talked-of- 
unification of the Napa College and the 
university was effected, the general belief 
was that the latter institution was to be 
built up and made the great center of 
learning for the Methodists of the Coast. 

A severe shock has. been experienced, 
however, and much indignation is felt on 
account of the action of the trustees, which 
it is claimed, will tend greatly to hurt the 
institution. At a recent meeting of the 
trustees it was decided to call the com- 
bined schools the San Francisco Tutver- 
sity.“ The present University of the Pa- 
cific is to be known as the College of San 
Jose.“ These changes, it is said by friends 
of the institution here, are most unwise. 
As the University of the Pacific, the local 
college, has flourished for nearly half a 
century, but it is feared that the new 
scheme willend its prosperity. The trustees 

e, at some time, to have a big univer- 
sity in San Francisco, and to use the 
institutions here and at Napa as feeders, 
but there has, as yet, been offered no evi- 
dence that this dream would be realized.

is strongly opposed to it. If persisted. in 
there may be a lively revolt. The faculty, 
alumni and students are working against 
the scheme.

THE OIROUS IN TOWN. 


Some of ‘the Things that May 


be Seen, 


And Some Special Reasons Why Nobody Can 
- Afford to the Exhibitions of the 
New Great Syndicate Shows 
and Paris Hippodrome. 


There is really a wonderful amount to be 


_Jearned in a show euch as the one that will 


exhibit in this city today and Saturday. It 
is in the truest sense an object lesson that 
few, and especially the young, can afford to 
miss. An opportunity to see and study a 
large and remarkable collection of wild ani- 
mals, to say nothing about the other features

There are performers from every quarter of 
the globe, each group presenting something 
distinctly characteristic of its own land or 
country—Europe, Asia, Africa, the remote 
isles of the sea—and the whole constituting 
a leasgon in ‘human nature and ways never 
to be forgotten.. 

In the menagerie is the same diversity of 
animal life, of rare and strange dirds and 
deasts, and like opportunities for the study 
of natural history. And nothing in this world 
is surer than this, that mo sooner will this 


great combination be gone than hundreds of 


people, awaking to the fact that they have 


missed it, will be regretting that they did | 


not see and study it while they had the 
opportunky. 

Speaking of the menagerie, one feature of 
it that seems to have captivated all the 
newspaper people on ths Coast is the baby 
Bengal tiger, only three months old. He ix 
said to de the very apotheosis of grace and 
beauty, but as flerce as though he had lived 
in the jungs of Indian a dozen years. The 
principal food of the tiger in India is éattle, 
deer, wid hog, peafowl, and occasionally 


human beings. This young monster is fed 


on live chickens. 

A tigress gives birth to from two to five 
and even six cubs. She is a most affectionate 
and attached mother, and generally guards 
and trains her young with the most watch- 
ful solicitude. In a wild state, they remain 
with her until nearly full-grown, or about 
the second year, when they are able to kill 
for themselves, and begin life on their own 
account. ‘While they remain with her she 
is pecularly vicious and aggressive, defend- 
ing them with the greatest courage and 
energy, and when robbed of them is terrible 
in her rage, but she has been known to eat 
them when starved. As soon as they begin 
to require other food than her milk, she 
kills for them, teaching them to do so for 
themselves by practicing on small animals, 
such as deer and young calves or pigs. At 
this time she is wanton and extravagant in 
her cruelty, killing apparently for the 
gratification of her ferocious and dloodthirsty 
nature, and perhaps to excite and instruct 
the young ones, and it is mot till they are 
thoroughly capable of killing their own food 
that she separates from them. 

The young tigers are far more destructive 
than the old. They will kill three or four 
cows at a time, while the older and more 
experienced rarely kill more than one, and 
then at intervals of three or four days or a 
week. It is fascinating to watch the little 
brute with the show pounce on and devour

‘The doctrine of “paternalism” has 
fately been pushed to an extent in 
Burope that approaches very near to 
Socialism. Legislation in monarchical 
éountries that have lately adopted 
free institutions is pretty certain to 
be of a drastic character that would 
be quickly repudiated by the people 
of the United States.

So admirably was the balance ad- 
justed that there was neither a sur- 
plus nor a deficiency of revenue when 
Cleveland resumed the Presidential 
chair. Had the Republican party been 
continued in power, this desirable con- 
dition of affairs would have continued, 
and we should have been spared the 
financial and industrial distress of the 
past eighteen months. 

But now, under the Cleveland re- 
gime, we are face to face with a 
monthly deficiency of revenue amount- 
ing to over $7,000,000; while the ex- 
penses of the government for the last 
fiscal year were over $70,000,000 
greater than the total revenue. 

After eighteen months of experi- 
mentation, the Democrats are no 
nearer a solution of the problem than 
before.

Deciduous orchards have com- 
pleted their season’s growth and are 
hardening up the new shoots; fruit buds 
are finely set. Warmer days and nights 
have helped corn for fodder to an un- 
expected growth. 

Orange county—Santa Ana: The 


by November 1; the average percentage of 
sugar was 16 per cent., which was better 
than expected some while since, as. foggy 
mornings prevented quick ripening and 
reduced the sugar percentage. Capistrano: 
The weather was generally cloudy. The 
first carload of walnuts of this season's 
crop was sent off on the 12th. 


BETTER THAN EXPECTED. 


The following are the reports on the 
effects of the weather on crops and farm 
work during the season just closed, which 
shows a more favorable result than was 
expected from the long, dry year: 

Santa Barbara county Lompoe: The 
past year was almost a dry one. Plow- 
ing commenced in January and no rain 
fell after the middle of February. Feed 
was short and pasture hard to procure; 
the mustard crop was almost as large as 


were very short; the fruit yield was larger 
than that of last year. A rain fell on the 
lith of this month, and new pasture has 
sprung up; with a little more rain atone

dry year. 
Ventura county—Bardesdale: Farm work 
began early in March with but tte 
moisture in the soil; ground for culti- 
vated crops was generally first flodded 
and required more water after planting 
than usual by 50 per cent., because there 
was no connection with submoistire. 


usual. Orchards were generally irrigated 
once or twice and yielded well; prunes, 
especially. were encouraging, as the or- 
chards are all young and are somewhat 
of an experiment. Citrus fruits stood the 
season well and promise a fair fruitage, 
But five inches of rain fell during the 
season, so it was a thoroughly dry one 
and the effect was to cut grain down to a 
nominal yield, except where irrigated; the 
very warm weather did not come early 
enough to materially injure any crop. 
Les Angeles county—Pasadena: The past 
season was the driest since the "60s; apri- 
cots were an enormous crop, but all other 
and later fruits were small and poor from 
lack of moisture, and a very hot epell on 
the 25th and 27th of August, which was 
the only particular feature of a very cool 
summer. The coming season's rain began 
September 29 with .73 of an inch of precip- 
itation, 
Pomona: General farm work here consists 
of fruit-growing, growing of alfalfa and 
sugar beets; also some corn, a little wheat 
and considerable barley (mostly for hay.) 
so that there is no set time for farm — 
to begin. Plowing for grain usually be- 
gins soon after crops are harvested, and 
continues all through the Winter, and even 
into the spring months, when early rains 


was little rain last winter, end grain crops 
were almost a failure, though much hay 
was made. Some orchards suffered from 
drought, but generally they are in —— 
condition because mostly irrigated. The 
frosts of last winter injured citrus fruits, 
but nothing else; the few hot days of the 
past summer did no ; the summer 
was generally favorable to fruits beth in 
ripening and drying. 

San Bernardino county—Ontario: The 
past season has been the driest ever known 
since the colony was started; grain, how- 
ever, did fairly well, being more than half 
a crop. Deciduous fruits were all a heavy 
crop, and the quality was very fine; crange 
trees have been affected somewhat by 

shortage of water for irrigation, but the 
yield of fruit promises to be an average 
one. 

Orange county — Anaheim: The grain 
crop of the past season and also the hay 

crop was very light, owing to the dry con- 
dition of the soil and lack of sufficient 
moisture during the season; the same may 
be said of the beet crop, which sbould 
have yielded about 30,000 tons, but only 
12,000 tons will be the yield. The crange 
and deciduous fruit crops were good and 
heavy, as most of the lands were under 
irrigation; the walnut crop has been dam- 
aged from 33 to 50 per cent. from the ex- 
cessive heat of August 25. The corn crop 
will not be an average yield, and a great 
deal of it has been cut for fodder, having 


whole the season has been an unsatisfac- 
tory one to farmers, principally on account 
of insufficient rain. 

San Diego county—Escondido: The sea- 
son was unusually dry, and as a conse 
quence crops were lighter than the aver- 
age, as the irrigation system is not quite 
ready for use. The yield of grain was 
much better in Escondido Valley than e!se- 
where in the county: much of it was cut 
tor hay and was vf superior quality by rea- 
son of not having attained a rank growth, 
as is the case in some years. The vield 
of fruit was not much diminished in

SANTA YA, Oct. 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) sugar-beet season in this. 
county has closed; the refinery at Chino 
shutting down Thursday evening. The 
last shipment of beets from this county’ 
was made from Anaheim Wednesday, when 
about twenty carloads left the Southern Pa- 
cific depot. 

For the season about eleven thousand 
tons of beets have been shipped from Or- 
ange county to the Chino factory, which 
means an income to the farmers of Ana- 
heim, Buena Park, Garden Grove and 
Westminster af over $50,000 

There are yet between one hundred and 
fifty and two hundred tons of beets on the 
fields in the portion ot the county, 
whick w wh Oe to the farmers on ac- 
count the fabtery shutting. down so 
early in the season. 

Toward the latter part of the season 
the beets came in very rapidly, the last 
few days averaging considerably over 


three hundred tons. This rush threw the 


workmen in the laboratory behind, so that 
it will perhaps be several days yet before 


the work in that department will be en- 


tirely cleared up. 

The tests have kept up. remarkably well 
for the segson, considering the s of 
the beets, the average to October 1 being 
15.3 per cent. sugar and 88.6 purity. The 
tests for nine shipping days, from 
2 to 12, inclusive, were as follows: 

October 2, 15.9 per cent. sugar; 83.6 pur-. 
ity; October 3, 16.3 sugar, 82.1 purity; Octo- 
ber 4, 16.2 sugar; 82.7 purity; October 5, 
16.4 sugar; 84.5 purity; October 6, 15.2
